It originally was a 
large tract of

Stab s SW-el Company purchased this 
tract of land a few years ago, and 
they havu- built there the largest steel 
plant in the world. 
They are now 
working about eight thousand men. 
This company owns the city. 
They 
are laying out the streets and alleys, 
paving the streets, putting in sewers, 
putting in cement gutters, 
planting 
shade trees, building houses, business 
blocks, hotels, school houses, and in 
every way making a 
modern 
city. 
Three years ago the city numbered 
about five hundred people; now* it 
numbers fifteen or twenty thousand 
i people. ' 
The United States Locomotive Com- 
pany have purchased one hundred and 
thirty acres of land joining G ary on 
the East, and are now putting in their 
plant. 
When this plant is in full 
operation it will require from ten- 
thousand to fifteen thousand men to 
work it.
